S.O. 442(E).—In pursuance of clause 4 of the Colliery Control Order, 1945, as continued 
in force by section 16 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following amendments in the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Energy' (Department of Coal) No. S.O. 408(E) dated the 1st 
August, 1975, namely:— 

In the said notification, in the notes occurring after Table IV— 

(a) for paragraph 1 the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘The Useful Heat Value shall be calculated as follows:— 

Firstly, the gross calorific value is determined in accordance with, the undermen¬ 
tioned formulae, namely:— 

(i) i» the case of Low Moisture coals 

1.8Q=^ 165 F + 136 (V — 0.1A) —108M ; and 

(ii) In the case of High Moisture coals 

1.8Q = 154 [100—(1.1 A + M)] —108 M

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Whore Q =s Gross Calorific Value in Kilocalories per Kilogram 
F = Fixed carbon percentage 
V = Volatile matter percentage 
A = Ash percentage 
M ■= Moisture percentage 

F, V, A and M above shall be determined in accordance with the relevant clauses of 
Indian Standards Specification No. I-—S: 1350—1959 and be calculated after 
equilibrating at 60 % relative humidity and 40 "C temperature vide clause 11.3 
of the same Indian Standards Specification. 

The gross calorific value determined in terms of (i) or (ii) above shall then be 
reduced as indicated in the Table below for different percentages of ash, to 
arrive at the Useful Heat Value.

for export, 

7. The prices of coal as notified by this notification shall be applicable to bitumi¬ 

nous coals and sub-bituminous coals as defined in Indian Standards Specifi¬ 
cation No. IS: 770-1964, but not to anthracitic and lignitic coals. 

8 . For undertaking special sizing or bcncficiation of coal, additional charges as 

may be negotiated between the purchaser and the producer may be realised 
over and above the notified prices. 

9. “High Mqjsture Coals” are co'als whose moisture content determined under 

Clause 6.7 of Indian Standards Specification No. IS : 1350-1959, exceeds 
2 per cent. All other coals are “Tow Moisture Coals”. 

10. The prices notified in Table III for Hard Coke shall not apply to small sized 
coke or coke breeze below 12 millimetre size”.
